necessary sacrifice. 

Naturally enough, this new phase 
of the situation does not help to stem 
the tide “of ‘ Severe crititism of

CHILE TO NEGOTIATE: - 
SHIP LIQUOR TREATY 


Absence’ of Compact With, the 
United States Hampers Wine 
Trade, Chilean Exporters Say, 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 13.—Chile ex- 
pects to take up soon with the United 
States the negotiation of a ship 
liquor treaty on lines similar toi the 
compacts concluded by the American 
Government with Great Britain, 
France and other countries. 

The initiative of the Santiago Gov- 
ernment arises, it is understood, from 
complaints made by Chilean wine 
growers and wine exporters that the 
Chilean export trade is greatly ham- 
pered by the lack of such a treaty. 
Ships flying the Chilean flag and 
bound for West Coast ports of the 
United States or through the Panama 
Canal for the Eazt Coast are obliged 
to unload their liquor at Colon, where 
it is stored under seal. . 

Another phase of the situation has 
to do withthe transport of Chilean 
wines to the Orient. Practically ali 
the vessels sailing from Chilean ports 
to the Orient are Japanese; and 
most ‘of these vessels also call at 
West Coast ports..of. the United 
States. 

Wnder the terms of the liquor 
tr@aty which has been negotiated 
with Japan, such vessels would have 
the right to enter American ports 
with liquor cargoes under seal, but 
this treaty will mot take effect ‘until 
it is ratified by the Japanese Par- 
liament, That patitica on is ex- 
peeted to occur t Meanwhile, 
it is stated, Chile is J rived of a 
very ree a pasate market for he:

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“MR. GILBERT'S REPORT. 


There has been some criticism. of 
Mr, PABKER GILBERT, Agent General 
for Reparations Payments, for hav- 
ing published an. “interim. report ” 
on the first:hine months of the fifth 
year of payment under the Dawes 
Plan. It is said that he might have 
waited for the completed twelve 
months. Also it has been intimated 
that he was too anxious to help in 
bringing .about. ratification of -the 
Young Plan, so that his work ‘as 
Agent General might be .earlier 
closed.” But a: reading’ of ‘the ‘full 
text of his report for the period 
ending May 31, 1929, reveals no 
animus of any. kind on his part, 
while his survey of financial and 
industrial conditions in Germany is 
marked by the same impartiality 
and comprehensiveness that have 
characterized his earlier reports. 
It is true that he speaks quietly of 
the Young Plan as “the principal 
event of the past six months,” and 
significantly adds, as if with an eye 
on the German delegates at The 
Hague, that until the new plan is 
accepted the old one “remains in 
“force, and its provisions continue 
“to govern reparations _ payments 
“and :transfers.”’ 

German. public finance was.notori- 
ously under @ heavy strain: during 
the first part "of the year.’ Of this 
Mr. GitBerkr takes note dispassion- 
ately.

1926 the traffic through Panama ex- 
ceeded that through Suez. Last 
year, however, Suez. was again in 
the lead... About 56 per cent of the 
traffic: through Suez was: in British 
ships; mostly: for British interests. 
This ‘compares’ with 48 per cent of 
the ‘traffic ‘through Panama under 
the American flag. Much of this 


was, of course, coastwise shipping. 


But it is fair’ to compare the sea- 
borne commerce between ‘the At- 
lantic ‘and Pacific Coast of the United 
States with the sea-borne commerce 
between Great Britain and portions 
of the Empire beyond Suez. 

This means,.in .other. terms, that 
the total. volume .of British trade 
which passes through: the Suez Canal 
is even greater than the volume of 
American trade passing through the 
Panama Canal. The deflection of 
either stream would inevitably have 
world-wide effects. _Thousands.. of 
miles would be. added. to the jour- 
neys of ships. plying. these routes. 
The delays and the extra expense 
would be formidable. 

These things: are better understood 
in the British Empire than in the 
United States, owing in part to the 
fact that British dépendence on Suez 
has been for upward of a half cen- 
tury, . whereas the. Panama Canal 
has be: 1 open only for fifteen years. 
But by imagining what would hap- 
pen to American commerce if the 
Pananmia Canal were suddenly closed 
it is possible for Americans to ob- 
tain a clearer conception of the im- 
portance of Suez. There is the fur- 
ther. fact. that the closing of the 
Panama Canal could be compensated 
in part at least by an» increase 
in ‘transcontinental railway. traffic, 
whereas there are no ‘correspond- 
ing facilities connecting India with 
Europe. 

Few among the planners of the 
Panama Canal dreamed that the 
traffic through it would so soon 
equal that through Suez. Both are 
growing ih inipdértance’ each year, 
and bid fair to continue to do so 
unless world trade is sharply cur- 
tailed. It ds not to be’ wondered at, 
therefore, that just- as Americans 
feel . justified ‘ in ‘assuring © con- 
trol of the Panama Canal, the 
British are deter Uned to safeguard 
their hold Over Suez. ‘These two 
canals play a dominant rdle in the 
international political relations. of 
both countries, It is America’s good 
fortune that for. the. present, at least, 
it has fewer political complications 
rising out of Panama than has Eing- 
land as a result of Suez.

Mr. JuLws RosENWALD. gave a 
few months. ago in The, Atlantic 


Monthly two. reasons for: the .crea- 


tion of some perpetuities: one. is 


‘that lawyers who draft deeds of gift 


and wills do not know that money 
can be given in any other way; but 
more often. donors themselves’ have 
an altogether human desire to make 


their money give them a certain 


kind ‘of immortality, A recent be- 
quest in Indianapolis was made. by 
a lawyer who was also the. donor. 
The startling announcement was 
made that he had created a fund of 
$160,000,000, ‘whereas, in fact, he 
had» left only $50,000; but he had 
provided that it should ‘be held in 
trust for two hundred years. 

If he had designated objects that 


the trustees at the end of that long | 


period might deem worthy, it would 
not have been so bad. But he spe- 
cifically contemplated the establish- 
ment of a “ library, university, and 
a music centre.” Who can tell 
whether. Indianapolis will be in need 
of these institutions two hundred 
years from now? Universities may 
become simply radio systems; books 
may be circulated by means of 
films, and every broadcasting studio 
will be a music centre. All sorts of 
contingencies.may arise to defeat 
the usefulness of such immortality. 

If. the. present amount were in-. 
vested immediately in the sort of 
training thought of for two hundred 
years from now, and the resultant 
good were compounded by. the bene- 
fit added in turn to the lives of 
others, the result would be greater 
than. the postponed larger fund 
would yield, The name of the donor 
might be. soon forgotten, but his be- 
quest. would. have been even more 
beneficent in the end. 

It ‘.was | unfortunate, “that. Mr. 
ROSEN WALD'S article did not fall into 
this donor’s hands before he made 
his will. It might ‘have: persuaded 
him to do what Mr. ROSENWALD 
once ‘successfully urged Mr. CaR- 
NEGIE to do for Tuskegee Institute 
when it:was in. desperate need.
